A 40 year old Columbus man who has been dogged by 
bad luck every since he won $300,000 at the first Ohio 
Lottery drawing in 1975, was jailed last week when 

‘caught streaking after an unwilling sex partner. 

Joseph E. Brown, 1086 Bryden Rd., Apt. 25, was 

arrested-at his home after a 23 year old woman alleged 
* that he had beaten her and ripped off her clothes in an 


attempt to rape her. 


An obviously astonished neighbor called police to 
report that he saw a’nude woman dash from the apart- 
ment with a nude man. streaking behind her as the tem- 
perature hovered below the zero mark. After overtaking 
the sprinting woman, the nude-man was trying to drag 
her back to his apartment, police were told. 


Nebraska Pettus,..1002.Bryden..Rd;,-Apt,-3,-filed-the-at- 


tempted rape charge against Brown after she was 
treated for a broken nose at St. Anthony Hospital. 

According to police reports, neighbors said they went 
to the woman's rescue as she was being-attacked. 
Before the streaking escapade, neighbors reported 
hearing a loud rumbling and arguments coming from 
Brown's apartment for more than an hour. 

The observer who spotted the nude pair streaking 
down the snow covered sidewalk, said he couldn't 


believe his eyes. 


“| thought that my eyes were either playing tricks on 
me, or | was seeing two ghosts. | had to think that, man, 
for it. was no way for me to believe any human beings 
would expose themselves to that freezing temperature 
buck naked,” he told The CALL.& POST. 

Miss Pettus, according to police, said she knew Brown 
and had been to his apartment a “hundred times before.” 
She went to headquarters and filed the charge after 
police had taken her to the hospital for treatment. 

Brown, who has had more than a normal share of run- 
ins with the law, was released under a $5,000-bond. He 
was scheduled for a preliminary hearing on Wednesday 


in Municipal Court. - 


Brown, according to his arrest record, seems to have a 
knack for becoming involved in most unusual rape in- 
cidents, As an example, in December 1974, he was nab- 
bed on a charge of raping an 18 year old Eastside man.

Artee Fleming, who 
retired after practicing ‘law 
for more than 40 years in 
Akron, is dead at the age 
of 90. He was dead on 
arrivat of the emergency 
squad at the Isabelle 
Ridgway Home, 1520 Haw- 
thorne Ave., at 11:14 a.m. 
last Saturday. 

After retiring in the late 
1960's, Fleming moved to 
Columbus to be near two 
of his three surviving 
daughters, Mrs. Doris 
Coles and Mrs. Laura M. 
Willis. The other daughter, 
Mrs. Artee L. Turner, 
resides in Chicago. 

Fleming, who was active 
in the early days of the civil 
rights movement, had the 
distinction... of . bei 
oldest member of the 
Akron Bar Association; the 
oldest graduate of Howard 
University. and of its 
College of Law. He was 
also the oldest ys mem- 
ber of the Alpha Phi Alpha 
Fraternity, was a former fi- 
nancial secretary of the lat- 
ter (BETA Chapter). ._ 

His wide recognition as 
a_ civil rights leader 


brought him to Columbus

back in the late 1930's to 
keynote the organizational 


meeting of the once 
powerful Vanguard 
League. 


The Vanguard League, 
under the leadership of the 
late Atty. Frank C. Shearer, 
led many crusades against 
racial discrimination which 
was widespread in Colum- 
bus im those days.

Francis Scores Victory 
In Battle To Keep Night 
Prosecutors Office Open 


City Council authorized 
action” Monday night to 
permit City Atty. John 
Francis to continue the 
Night Prosecutor's act- 
ivities of his office which 


he believes to be “an 
alternative to incar- 
ceration.” 


Francis, former assistant 
City Attorney, Municipal 
Court Judge and director 
of the Model Cities pro- 
gram, appointed to the City 
Attorney post, has announ- 
ced his plans to run for a 
full term. 


The Night Prosecutor's 
office, funded primarily 
through a grant from the 
Lutheran Social Services, 
had been recommended 
for elimination by the 
Moody administration. 
Council's action permits 
Francis to restore the 
Night Prosecutor’s office 
to deal with societal and 
domestic problems. 

“The Night Prosecutor's 
office,” Francis said, “will 
deal with problems of a 
societal and domestic 
nature...family and neigh- 
borhood concerns. We will 
work with people who 
aren't necessarily criminal 


or act with criminal intent. 
Social work and law 
students will work in the 
neighborhood with per- 
sons and groups in an at- 
tempt to resolve differen- 
ces. before they reach the 
serious legal proportions.” 

Francis noted that Ohio 
State University and 
Capital University students 
will work with the program 
and, “this will free regular 
prosecutors from such 
duty and thereby save the 
City money.” 

The social workers, he 
said, with work on a 
limited basis concerning 
the problem of the battered 
female and the’ battered 
child syndrome, “a prob- 
lem that is becoming more 
and more prevalant in our

Editors Nowe: This is an excerp! from a 
speech by WILLIAM T. COLEMAN, Jr., 
in which he delineates the role of the 

United. States presidency. 

My almost two years in government 
have confirmed intuitions held previously 
that there were four major contributing 
factors to the failure of the Presidential 
leadership in 1974. At the risk of over- 
simplification, 1 call these factors: 

The assumed divinity of 
Presidency, 

The isolation_of the Presidency and 
federal leadership, 

The-tack-of intuitiverintegrity, and 

The absence of a continuing struggle 
to define and advance that elusive 
‘public interest" that should be the foun- 
dation of federal leadership. 

Let's be more specific, We _have-a-ten- 
dency to expect more from a President 
than we do from ourselves, Many 
Presidents in this century have respon- 


the 


ded by assuming, sometimes all too — 


willingly, the ?obes of royalty — seeking 
to create a veneer of infallibility that 
enables them to rule by edict rather than 
by consensus. The Presidency of the 
United States should be the humblest of- 
fice on earth because the power that ac- 
companies it is so much greater than the 
ability of any human being to exercise it 
alone, In our pluralistic system -— con- 
sisting of a strong private sector, three 
branches of government and a healthy 
federalism -- the Presidency is not, and 
cannot be, the citadel of strength or the 
pinnacle of ultimate esponsibility we 
sometimes believe’ 

As T.S. Eliot said; “Between the idea 
and the reality falls the shadow." The 
President is ever operating within that 


shadow educating, persuading, 
negotiating, compromising, transforming 
the idea into the reality. From an 


historical perspective, his greatness will 
be a function of the times in which he 
serves and the style with which he 
responds to crisis. 

But his—-day-to-day~ effectiveness will 
depend on how well he listens to and 
leads those who make government work 
and those who are affected by what 
government does, His effectiveness will 
be measured not by what he says_but-by 
increments of progress in bringing about 
a more rational, better man. , more 
clearly attainable set of federal respon- 
sibilities. His courage will be expressed 
not by the ringing rhetoric so often 
quoted in the history books, but rather by 
the firmness with which he pursues a 
rational course toward more responsible 
government despite persistent 
pressures to deviate in favor of a par- 
ticular interest group or constituent. 

mucn of his work must be behind the 
scenes, approaching problems with 
tough analytical standards, seeking cost- 
effective solutions in a fiscally respon- 
sible manner, knowing how to get the in- 
formation he needs, and who will tell him 
what he needs to know, not what he 
would like to hear. He cannot solve 
problems by proclamation, by preaching 
slogans or by promising what he cannot 
perform. He cannot marshal efficiently 
(he tremendous expertise of the federal 
bureaucracy in the pursuit of attainable 
objectives if he caters to the media that 
may seem more interested in his private 
life as head of “the regal family" or in his 
political faux pas--which he will 
inevitably make, Nor can he ignore his 
obligation to communicate his policy and 
programs clearly and candidly, without 
raising expectations. beyond that which 
can be achieved. His steady commitment 
to open government must be tempered 
by the recognition that there are stages 
i the analysis of an issue when 
premature exposure and politicalization 
will destroy his ability to design and 
negotiate an artful solution. Faced with 

‘the pressures of highly competitive 
media exposure, persons earnestly 
seeking a solution in private’ may resort 
to public posturing and grandstanding.

My second funamental concern was 
with the remoteness of federal teader- 
ship. In the last 30 years we had wit- 
nessed a growing isolation of the 
President from the people, and even from 
(hose in His cabinet who must deal more 
directly with the many forces that make 
things work in our society. Given the 
almost infinite access of the President to 
the human resources of the nation, 
Presidential isolation either must be self- 
imposed or it must be a function of the 
institution of the presidency. Its cause in 
pre-August 1974 politics was a lack of 
trust in the people--an attitude that 
probably evolves from the tortured way in 
which we select our national leadership. 
The charge and counter-charge, the 
back-room dealing, and the caustic per- 
sonal commentary. that accompany the 
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ie 


important to have in nationai ieacers 
qualities of personal security ahd 
Stability that can ward off the inevitable 
pressures to seek solace from unceasing 
public scrutiny and criticism. 

The third disturbing trend had been 
what | call lack of intuitive integrity -- 
what my long time colleague Elliot 
Richardson, in reference to the former 
President's men, has called “an amoral 
alacrity tc do the President's bidding ... 
traceable less to flaws in (their) own 
character than —to—the—politicaland 
cultural evolution of twentieth-century 
America.’ Richardson suggested, and | 
think correctly, that a lack of experience 
and sophistication led to a view that “it's 
smart to be smart.'’ As-one relatively new 
to Washington, let me admit that it does 
not take long to be caught up in the swirl 
of busy schedules and the panoply of 
self-importance. There is always the army 
of civil servants and political appointees, 
‘ready to tell us what they think we want 
tO Hear playing high stakes ‘poker with 
mass media and mesmerized by the 
beguiling entrapment of executive power. 
Because the press of business does not 
always provide the luxury of thoughtful 


contemplation and careful analysis, we | 


need men and women whose sense of in- 
tuitive integrity enable them to. react 
quickly and decisively, applying without 
hesitation the highest standards of in- 
tegrity in public office. We need people 
whose instincts are rooted in experience 
with our political process, whose “piety” 
has withstood what John -Milton called 
“the test of fire." 

Finally, we had seen all too often a 
lack of demonstrated commitment to 
define and advance that elusive concept 
called the public interest. There are 
always a lot of self-serving. statements 
tossed about, but a wary public often per- 
ceives this verbiage as after-the-fact 
rationalization of decisions that are made 
for political or other, sometimes sinister, 
reasons, A commitment to advance the 
public.interest is not necessarily best ex- 
pressed in an eloquent vision for 
America’s future, or through personal 
charisma and charm, Today's generation 
-- feared on television -- are 
sophisticated listeners, They respond 
more readily to a low key pragmatism 
that does not allow promises to overtake 
performance nor rhetoric substitute for 
reason. : 

These problems are not unique to the 
Presidency. They have pervaded, in 
varying degrees, the entire Federal struc- 
ture -- the Congress and the 
bureaucracy. 

President Ford's approach was entirely 
different. He selected a heterogeneous 
group of people, encouraged them to 
develop or retain their constituencies, 
and welcomed a substantial degree of 
open give and take and decisionmaking 
autonomy. Yet he retained firm control 
over those cross-cutting issues that do 
not fall within the province of any single 
cabinet officer. 

Strong cabinet officers, with ties to 
various constituencies, can serve as 
essential links between the President and 
major groups within our society, 
providing him valuable information and 
perspectives, and helping to reaffirm, on 
a continuing basis, his plebiscite with the 
people. As cabinet officers are brought 
into. the President's inner circle ——as 
frequently happened in this Ad- 
ministration--they are able to help bridge 
the gap between their Department's in- 
terests and those-of the nation. 

My appreciation for, the President's 
responsibilities to battle inflation, 
promote a_ strong job-producing 
economy, and maintain effective 
relations with other nations has in- 
creased measurably from my par- 
ticipation in cabinet_and other meetings 
with the President. | believe also that the 
President's understanding of tran- 
sportation problems has been enhanced 
by his easy accessibility to me.

Our challenge — “to reach for the 
highest and most perfect idea the world 
has ever seen, It's time for anew spirit, a 
new commitment, a new America.” 

These are the words of our new 
president - Jimmy Carter... 

With this statement, he has set for his 
administration exceedingly high ethical, 
moral and social -standards.

THE STATE OF BLACK 
AMERICA-1977 


The report just released by the National Urban 
League, ‘The State of Black America-1977" makes for 
grim reading. 


It covers eleven broad areas of life and concludes 
that, in most of them, blacks slipped further behind in 
the year just ended. ; : 

In employment, despite a slightly improved job pic- 
ture for white workers, three million blacks were out 
of work last year, about the same as for the 
Depression year of 1975. Twice as many black adults 
were jobless in 1976 as in 1974, and about half never 
collected a dime of unemployment insurance. 

" Let's skip past the rest of the chapters on the 
economy and unemployment. In the chapter on 
education we learn of the black lag in kindergarten 
attendance, black tracking-into vocational schools 
rather than colleges, continued black exclusion from 
Prestigious schools and many more indicators 
demonstrating black educational disadvantage in a 
general climate of declining support for public 
. education. 

In housing, it was, as the report states, “a year of 
noose-tightening for blacks and other low-income 
groups."’ Housing construction is down, moderate in- 
come families are being priced out of the market for 
existing housing, public housing programs are at a 
standstill, and we see new trends of redeveloping 
predominately black neighborhoods at the expense of 
their inhabitants. s 

All across the board, the situation of black people 
was bad. The report cites health statistics more ap- 
propriate for an isolated impoverished island than for 
people living in the world's richest and most

Young people faced continued crisis in the absence 
of a constructive national youth policy, Crime con- 
tinued its relentless attack.on black communities.

The report goes on in this vein, examining other 
areas of j rtance to black people, but it is of major 
importateate note that one of its most important*con- 
clusions is that the dominant feeling among blacks 
today is hope. 1 

This was confirmed in a section of the report on 
opinion surveys of Urban League affiliates who repor- 
ted that despite deteriorated black-white relationships 
in the cities, black people viewed the election results 
as the most important event of the year,“ and a 
majority reported. more contidence in political leader- 

ship because of Jimmy Carter's election. : 
"For the first time in eight years black people feel 
they have a President in the White House who will 
listen to their concerns and, more-important’ take-ac=— 


~ tion to lift the curse of poverty and discrimination 


from their backs. 

That's a big responsibility for our new President, for 
failure to take long deferred action and failure to 
satisfy the just expectations of minorities and the 
poor of all races could threaten the democratic 
process itself. 

What kind of action? ; 

Weil, first there should be.a.Presidential-affirmation 
of his resolve to work toward a society that no longer 
tolerates inequality and racial discrimination. It 
should be a bold statement, that lets black people 
know that their basic problems will.be dealt with sym- 
‘pathetically and imaginatively, and lets white people

Congressman William 
(Bill) Clay (D-Mo.), Chair- 
man of the House Subcom- 
mittee on Employee 
Political Rights and in- 
tergovernmental Programs, 
has introduced legislation 
which would update the 
Hatch Act ‘by permitting 


Federal civilian and postal 


employees the right to par- 
ticipate voluntarily in 
Political activities so long 
as they do not interfere 
with the integrity of good 
government. 

Clay stated, “Existing 
law. governing the political 
activities of Federal em- 
Ployaes. is contradictory, 
harsh, overly restrictive 


and unfair in its ad- 
ministration. It: has not 
brought into con- 


formity with the realities oft 
the 70's since its “enact- 
ment into law in 1939. 
“My ~~ bill carefully 
describes._those _ political 
activities in which Federal 
employees may not par- 
ticipate. because they

$22,000 IN LEGAL FEES 


A decision against the 
city handed down two 
years ago by U.S. District 
Judge Robert M. Duncan is 
once again haunting the 
city. to the tune of a 
possible $22,000.

Duncan to order the city to 
award her the $22,000 as a 
fee in a case in which she 
represented two clients in 
an action relative to the 
police department's 
recruiting program. 

She_represented Melvin 
Stewart and Clyde Haynie 


in filing a suit against the. 


Division of Police in 
October 1973, alleging that 
it discriminated against 
blacks in recruiting and 


hiring. 

Watts, the Executive 
director of the Legal Aid 
and Defenders Society, 
told Duncan that she has 
worked three years without 
payment. She is seeking 
$16,705 for 257 hours of 
work “at $865 per hour, and 
$5,869.24 for other 
expenses, including 
$4,368,75 for the service of 
attorney William Wells. 

The City is presently 
recruiting and hiring under 
terms of Duncan's decree, 
thus Watts says the case 
was won and she is 
entitled to reasonable fees 
paid by defendants, 
requested in the original 
suit.
